The Public Reacts 


I F THE UNIVERSITIES of British Columbia 
launched a new drive for funds by public subscrip¬ 
tion. such as they (fid in 1964. what would be the 
response? 

This is the question that may bring to a head the 
threat of student rebetfiou against authority at Simon 
Fraser University, and to a lesser degree at UBC and 
University of Victoria. 

Education Minister Donald Brothers has indicated 
that all the needs of higher education cannot be paid 
for by government, and that the public must also be 
praared to pay its full share. 

President Kenneth Hare of UBC has expressed 
some su rp rise, as well as sorrow, that his appeal for 
more funds for his institution has created reaction of 
a nature to suggest that the recent student activities 
have alienated u niversities from the sympathies of the 
public. 

Dr. Hare believes that this hostility is because 
the public is not sufficiently wen-informed about the 
root rai«e <8 of international student dissatisfaction. He 
is also shocked tint the pubHc does not appear to 
wo rr y that lack of funds will inevitably mean 
restriction of student entry into university. 

The p ublic may well be surprised at Dr. Hare’s 
surprise. The case of the students has certainly not 
lacked for publicity — bad though much of it may 
have been and the impression left, as Quebec's 
premier has stated, is that the mifitant students are 
sailing d own w in d direct to anarchy. 

But whether or not the students have a good case, 
and there is little doubt that many reforms are 
probably due, the tact remains that the public wants 
to aee value for its education dollar, and has no 
intention of spending it on students whose main aim is 
to foment rebellion, and for whom any prescribed 
farm of education is anathema. 

Dr. Hare has found from his correspondence that 
the public is not willing to subscribe to more 
univers itie s , which according to the mifitant students, 
are not appreciated, and secondly to give money to 
any system in which law and order does not prevail. 

These, however, are the hard facts of the 
situation and the sooner they are realized by all 
parties to the education system the quicker an 
overall settlement of the problems, real and imagi¬ 
nary. may be reached. 

Public sympathy, once lost, is hard to recapture. 

Suspicion Abroad 

I N EUROPEAN chancelleries the report that the 
Soviet Union has finally persuaded Romania to 
agree to joint manoeuvres of Warsaw Pact armies on 
its soil next year has an ominous implication. 

Just as in Czechoslovakia, there have been 
liberalizing influences wn w g jng fro m the shadows. 
Indeed, the same manifestations of free thinking are 
to be found in Russia itself- But to the Kremlin's 
leaders any departure whatever from the orthodox 
Communist line is intolerable. 

For that reason, and in the fight of recent 
experience, there is more than adequate ground for 
suspicion of the Soviet intentions once Warsaw Pact 
troops and uwiw are on Romanian vli 

Moreover, President Nicoiae Geausescu has shown 
by his reluctance to play host to the military 
manoeuvres that he fears the same sort of pressures 
to which Czechoslovakian leaders have been subjected, 
1 ikMi< a more or less permanent ocagiation. He has 
been convinced, however, that further resistance 
would be unprofitable. Perhaps a better word would be 
coerced. * 

President Ceauseseu has tried to reassure the 
Kremlin’s cold-eyed masters, just as Alexander 
Dubcek (fid, but it is doubtful he has had any more 

On Sept 9 he told a Bucharest Communist Party 
rally “. . . . nothing in the world can sway toe 
Romanian people from the path of socialism and 
communism ... The socialist countries must know 
that we are their friends and that we wfll never betray 
the cause of Communist unity. 1 * 

There may be another reason for toe Soviet's 
anxiety to deploy Warsaw Pact strength in Romania 
apart from a desire to discourage liberal tendencies 
there. 

The road through Romania b the most convenient 
for confronting Yugoslavia. 

And there is a feeling in some European capitals, 
notably in Athens, that a challenge to Marshal Josip 
Tito is in the minds of the Kremlin leaders. This is 
something tint even Marshal Joseph Stalin was at 
some pains to avoid. 

Marshal Tito, however, recognizes toe payability, 
and he has cxpwwed his anxiety about toe 
deterioration of toe international situation in toe 
Balkans and Central Europe. 

He made dear, during toe celebrations on the 
anni v ersary of his setting up of the Partisan 
Government in 1943 at the time of the German 
occupation, that he would resist aggrendon. He 
reminded toe Russians, though not by name, that if 
they should take the opportunitites for wider 
a g gre s s si on to which the occupation of Cze ch oslovakia 
opened the door, they would find Yugosl avia a tough 
nut to crack. 

Hie marshal will hope, with the rest of the 
watching world, that suspidona of the Soviet 
Intentions are groundless and that neither his 
country’s strength nor its courage wfll be chall e nged. 
Meanwhile, he takes toe precaution of preparedness.

Veterans’ Only Home Felt Jeopardized 


Legion Questions 1) V A Hospital Control Transfer

Canadian Legion officials 
voiced concern Friday for the 
future at homeless veterans 
under a B.C.-controlled Vet¬ 
erans Hospital. 

Federal and provincial cabi¬ 
net ministers met hat> Friday 
and decided that exploratory 
talks should be held on the 
transfer of Victoria's Veterans 
Hospital and Vancouver's 
Shaughnessy Hospital from fed¬ 
eral to provincial control. 

The announcement rekindled 
a controversy that arose in 
1564 when the House of Com¬ 
mons voted to begin transfer 
cf all 11 veterans’ hospitals 
in Canada to provincial, muni¬ 
cipal or university authority. 
The matter was later dropped. 

The main fear in Victoria, as 
expressed by Legion zone com¬ 
mander Tom Clements, is that 


present and future veterans 
needing domiciliary care would 
lose what is often their only 
home—the veterans’ hospital. 

Legion officials, including na¬ 
tional president Robert Kohaly, 
spent one hour with Veterans 
Affairs Minister Jean Dube Fri¬ 
day in an appeal for a guaran¬ 
tee under any new hospital 
authority that veterans without 
homes would not lose this pri- 
lege.

liberal MP David Groos. who 
arranged the meeting, said it 
was too early to speak of 
guarantees but that the meeting 
had left no doubt with the min¬ 
ister as to the views of "we 
veterans on the West Ooast.” 

Mr. Dube said three hospitals 
previously administered by his 
department have already been 
turned over in eastern Canada,

one to a provincial government 
and two to universities. 

One is Sunnytroofc Hospital in 
Toronto. 

Mr. Clements said that when 
the transfer was made of this 
former veterans hospital to the 
University cf Tbronto, the con¬ 
tract premised 400 beds ex¬ 
pressly for domiciliary patients. 
Four years later "there 1s no 
evidence of any budding yet.”

By 1985. said Mr. Clements, 
there will be a far greater need 
far domiciliary space in hos¬ 
pitals as many of the young gen¬ 
eration of veterans from the 
Second World War reach an age 
where they will need nursing 
care. 

Hie veterans “should not be 
deprived of what they had in 
the past,” he said. 

"In 1339, we were the Cana¬ 


dian Army, not the B.C army. 
Now the federal go ve rnm ent u 
trying to dough off the mus 
onto the province.” 

All parties have agreed that 
Veterans Hospital is below stan¬ 
dard. including the Agaew. 
Feckham report which listed 
several physica l s h u a tounfi ngs 
such as improper sa ni ta ry facili¬ 
ties and cro wde d roams.

The dominant problem is staff. 
As expressed by Mr. Dube, 
"since we deal mostly with 
chronic cases, this is a difficulty 
because young doctors and 
nurses want experience in deal¬ 
ing with active eases.

pr e se n t and ftdure veterans 
needfag domiciliary care would 
face what is often their only 
borne—the veterans* hospital. 

Legion officials, including na¬ 
tional p r esi dent Robert Kobalv, 
spent one hour with Veterans 
Affairs Minister Jean Dube Fri¬ 
day in an appeal for a guarant¬ 
iee wider any new hospital 
authority that veterans without 
homes would not lose this prv 
lege.
